jured at Denver. 


THREE MORE ARE MISSING 


Big Boiler in the Power Plant of the 
Denver Gas and Electric Company 
Blows Up and Wrecks the Building. 
Victims of the Disaster Buried in 
the Debris—Houses in the Vicinity 
Shaken. 


Denver, June 
16.—Three persons 
are known to be dead, one probably 
fatally injured, nine severely injured 
and three m issing p.s the result of 
the explosion of a 200-ton boiler in the 
power plant cf the Denver Gas and 
Electric company. 
So terrific was the explosion th at 
the heavy boiler was thrown high into 
the air. 
It crashed through the roof 
of the plant and completely wrecked 
the generator and the roof and walls. 
The electric lights were cut off for 
mere than two hours and the city was 
in darkness. 
The roar of tho explosion was heard 
for miles and the houses in the im­ 
mediate vicinity of the plant were 
shaken. 
One of the first bodies taken 
out was th at of Joseph Perri. aged 
seven, who was playing in the alley 
behind the plant at the time of the 
explosion and who was crushed under 
tons of debris. 
The dead are: 
Joseph Perri, H arry Lishner, engi­ 
neer; an unknown man. 
The m issing are Lawrence Sexton, 
A rthur 
Richardson 
and 
Frederick 
Gunter. 
The nine injured are in hospitals. 
The property dam age is estim ated 
at about $250,000. 


SAFETY ON THE FOURTH. 


Cleveland’s Ordinance Relating to In­ 
dependence Day Celebrations. 
It is small wonder th a t the eyes of 
the United States are turning toward 
the city of Cleveland, O., as rapidly 
assum ing the position of America's 
model city in its public spirit and in 
the laws which are the result of that 
spirit. 
Listen to tills ordinance, as 
adm irable as it is comprehensive in 
its scope, which stands today to the 
credit of the city’s council, relating to 
F ourth of July celebrations: 
No person shall fire any cannon, gun. 
rifle, pistol, toy pistol or firearms of any 
kind or fire or explode any squib, rocket, 
cracker oi* roman candle or other combus­ 
tible fireworks or make use of any sling 
within the city. 
No person, firm or corporation shall 
within the city sell, offer for sale or have 
in his possession or custody any toy pis­ 
tol, squib, rocket, cracker or roman can­ 
dle or fire balloon or other combustible 
fireworks or any article for the making 
of a pyrotechnic display, provided that 
nothing in .tills section contained shall b* 
so construed as to prohibit tho board of 
public service from giving pyrotechnical 
displays of fireworks In the public parks 
whenever said board Is thereunto directed 
by resolution of council. 
Any person violating any of the provi­ 
sions • * * shall on conviction thereof bo 
fined in any sum not exceeding $100 or 
imprisoned in the workhouse not exceed­ 
ing thirty days, or both, at tho discretion 
of the court. 
Thoro you have a model ordinance 
for any city which has a regard for 
tho lives of its children, for tile nerves 
and health of its people and for prop­ 
erty general!y. 
The council of Cleve­ 
land bas pointed tho way for the 
councilmen and 
alderm en of other 
cities, and now, before w e get too close 
to another day of death and accident, 
is the time to act. The citizens cf any 
< ity can do for them selves w hat Cleve­ 
land has done by insisting upon such 
an ordinance at the hands of the city 
legislators.--Ladies* Hom e Journal.

the Philippine islands, Senator Bur­ 
k ett of Nebraska, standing face to 
face with Chairman Aldrich, declared 
th at its action looked to him like “a 
gam e of petty politics.” 
He charac­ 
terized this action as “an effort to 
hang the senator from W isconsin up 
in the air,” and finally declared that 
this event afforded senators a good 
opportunity to vote a lack of confi­ 
dence in the committee. 
This ta rt language followed 
Mr. 
A ldrich’s statem ent th at the commit­ 
tee would accept the am endm ent pro­ 
posed by Senator Bulkeley to reduce 
t.he number of cigars to be adm itted 
free of duty from the Philippines from 
150.000.000 to 70,000,000 and the quan­ 
tity of filler tobacco from 1,500,000 to 
1.000.000 pounds, together with a pro­ 
vision that the w rapper and filled to­ 
bacco should be. unstem m ed when re­ 
ceiving this concession. 
The support back of the Bulkeley 
am endm ent was evident when the two 
Pennsylvania senators gave their sup­ 
port to their colleague from Connec­ 
ticut, all of whom had read strong pe­ 
titions from cigarm akers for the ac­ 
tion they desired. 


Action Involved No Mystery. 
Mr. Aldrich, replying, calmly de­ 
clared that there were men whose de­ 
nunciation was the highest commenda­ 
tion and said the com m ittee's action 
involved no m ystery or petty politics,

law, broke into the offices of the Jiji, 
arrested its editors, seized their pri­ 
vate papers and books, and complains 
of other acts of the sheriff and terri­ 
torial authorities. 
Determined efforts, It is said, also 
are being made to secure the influence 
of the political parties in Japan in 
the m atter and to get the influential 
newspapers in the em pire to bring 
pressure to hear upon the Japanese 
government to in stitu te an inquiry 
into the raid and resulting arrest of 
Japanese subjects.

T aft today will send to congress a 
m essage urging the passage of an 
am endm ent to the tariff bill imposing 
a tax of 2 per cent upon the undis­ 
tributed net earnings of corporations 
and the adoption of a resolution sub­ 
m itting 
to 
the 
several 
states 
an 
am endm ent to the Constitution giving 
congress the power to impose a tax on 
incomes. 
This 
understanding 
was 
reached at a session of the cabinet 
Tuesday and was approved by Repub­ 
lican leaders of the senate who con­ 
ferred with the president during the 
afternoon and evening. 
In order that 
there shall be no question that the 
two propositions to be recommended 
have the support of the adm inistra­ 
tion, A ttorney General W ickerham , 
according to present plans, will draft 
both the amendment i-nd the resolu­ 
tion. 
The political finesse of the presi­ 
dent has triumphed over a clear ma­ 
jority in the senate for an income 
tax. 
The senators who have the gen­ 
eral Bailey-Cummins proposition have 
been 
out-maneuvered. 
T heir 
nerve 
has failed. 
The shadow of the big 
president towering over them has 
forced a capitulation. 
Even the powerful Aldrich has been 
taken into camp. 
For Aldrich doesn’t 
like the 2 per cent proposition any 
better than do the Dem ocrats and Re­ 
publicans, who, combined, numbered 
a clear m ajority in favor of the gen­ 
eral income tax proposition. 
It is predicted th a t the efforts of 
this Taft victory will be farreaching. 
In the senate Tuesday—to the sur­ 
prise of everybody—Aldrich began of­ 
fering am endm ents to the tariff sched­ 
ules th at already had been agreed to. 
Silks, glass, varnish, certain grades of 
m etals and other articles of lesser im­ 
portance are now to be reduced. 
More reductions, it is said, are com­ 
ing. 
The certainty of the passage of 
the 2 per cent tax, it is explained, 
perm its of a lower duty on many arti­ 
cles. 
Aldrich declined to m ake any state­ 
m ents as to how far he proposed to 
go in the m atter of further reductions.

MISS ADAMS’ STAGE M OUN! 


How Actress Coaches Her Horse For 
His Part In “Joan of Arc." 
Any morning these days lf you hap­ 
pened to drop into the Central Park 
Riding academy at New York between 
the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock In the 
morning—which, however, without cre­ 
dentials you would not be allowed to 
do—you might see Miss Maude Adams, 
the actress, in the strangest sort of 
costume mounted on a beautiful white 
horse which she rides around the ring. 
To the horse are fastened all sorts of 
metal objects, which jangle as he can­ 
ters, and grooms throw colored ban­ 
ners and flags into his face until the 
performance takes on the aspect of a 
bullfight 
Noises are also playing a 
part in this horse’s education, and he 
Is being treated to all sorts of strange 
sounds from various Instruments. 
The reason for all this is that the 
horse is the steed which Miss Adams 
is to use in her performance of Schil­ 
ler’s “Joan of Arc” In the Harvard 
stadium at Cambridge,. Mass., on June 
22. When the horse, a beautiful white 
Arabian animal, was selected Miss Ad­ 
ams decided to undertake his training 
all herself. 
She wanted him to be­ 
come accustomed to her and to know 
her. 
In the Schiller drama the horse 
plays an important part. In fact, Miss 
Adams will be on his back or dis­ 
mounting or mounting throughout four 
acts. 
In the battle scene she gallops 
at full speed across the stadium. Con­ 
sequently it is necessary that the horse 
should know how to behave, even in 
the face of Beethoven’s “Eroica" sym­ 
phony, which is to be played piecemeal 
through the performance. 
Now, Miss Adams knows that you 
may ride a horse for several weeks 
and Imagine you have trained him not 
to be afraid of anything when he will 
discover some bit of paper in the road 
which •will throw him into spasms of 
terror. 
And she doesn’t want any­ 
thing of that sort to happen on the 
evening of the play. 
So every morning she goes to the rid­ 
ing academy. A mediaeval saddle, sev­ 
eral inches higher than the modern 
one, is put on the horse, which she 
then mounts. 
Miss Adams’ costume 
is not the one she will use in Cam­ 
bridge. 
It consists of divided skirts, 
to which pieces of metal are fastened 
and which will serve to accustom the 
horse to the real suit of armor she will 
don later. The banners of various col­ 
ors are waved in the horse’s face so 
that he may not suddenly become 
frightened at the battle scene. 
After all this has been gone through 
with for an hour or so Miss Adams 
takes the horse back to the park, hav­ 
ing garbed herself more convention­ 
ally, and rides him for an hour, occa­ 
sionally feeding him lumps of sugar, 
and already the horse is becoming ex­ 
tremely tractable under her training. 
Miss Adams will continue her re­ 
hearsals with her horse until June 16, 
when she leaves for Boston to begin 
general rehearsals of the Schiller play.

ROSPERITY stands in a general 
way for about all men prize in 
this world. 
It means wealth, 
success, plenty to eat, plenty to 
wear, good houses, mutual respect— 
In a word, the necessities and luxuries 
of life. It is w hat everybody Is look­ 
ing for and some people get. It Is the 
fetich of the American people. There­ 
fore do we greet the prosperity talker 
as the bearer of glad tidings. 
James J. Hill and Edward H. H ar­ 
riman, the two big noises of the rail­ 
road world, have been talking prosper­ 
ity. 
President Taft, George Gould, 
John W. Gates and others have been 
talking in the same strain. 
Hill was 
born Iii Canada and moved over and 
annexed the northern part of the 
United States. 
In the magazines he is called “the 
empire builder,” but In the northwest 
he is plain Jim Hill, which the Swedes 
pronounce “Yiin Hell.” 
He does not 
always talk prosperity, which gives 
all the more value to what he says 
now. 
Hill made the principal speech 
at tho opening of tho Alaska-'Yukon- 
Pacific exposition in Seattle. 
Among 
other things, he said: 
There is a steady but moderate im ­ 
provem ent in business. 
Tile business of

ple. 
Enforce the Laws. 
Hast and noblest conception of all born 
from the associated life of mankind is 
justice. 
The nation m ust be true to that 
abstract and im partial justice which is 
the foundation of nobility, the patent of 
heroes and the final test o f any state. 
U pon occasion the law m aking power has 
been invoked not to punish guilt, but to 
g iv e one man an unfair advantage at the 
cost of another, to confiscate w holly or in 
part property honestly earned and fairly 
used, to distinguish betw een activities by 
discrim inating law s. 
The tendency is by 
no m eans universal, but its presence is 
palpable and too dangerous to be ignored. 
If hatred, greed or envy instead of Jus­ 
tice ever becom es a form ative power in 
public affairs, then, no m atter who m ay 
be the victim , the act is treason, for no 
sta te ever enjoyed tranquillity or escaped 
destruction if it ceased to m aintain one 
equal and inflexible standard of Justice. 
The greatest service to th e nation, to e v ­ 
ery sta te and city, today w ould be the 
substitution for a term o f years of law 
enforcem ent for law m aking. Get tho law s 
fairly tried, weed out those improper or 
im practicable, 
curtail 
tho 
contem pt of 
law that now flourishes under the Am eri­ 
can system of nonenforcem ent and make 
the people understand th a t governm ent 
m eans exact and unsparing justice in­ 
stead of a com plex gam e. 
T his is the 
only safeguard if respect for and confi­ 
dence in the governing system itself are 
not to be gradually underm ined. 
This Is all reproduced for the reason 
that it Is good rending, the sort of

One of the g re a t th in g s hanging over 
th e country is th e eno rm o us expenditure, 
not merely federal, b u t s ta te and m unici­ 
pal, and the consequent effort to produce 
revenues to meet th is expenditure. 
E co n­ 
omy in governm ent should be the w a tc h ­ 
word. 
F o r years our people hav e been like an 
heir come into a v a s t and w ealthy estate. 
We have been w a s tin g and squandering 
the great in heritan ce w hich Providence 
provided. 
The Four Magic Words. 
There arc four g re a t w ords th a t should 
bo w ritten upon tile four cornerstones of 
every public building in this land w ith 
tile sacredness of a religious rite. 
T hese 
w atchw ords of th e republic are equality, 
simplicity, econom y an d 
justice. 
They 
are interwoven w ith every fiber of tho 
national fabric. 
T o fo rget or deny them 
will lead to every m isfo rtu n e and every 
possibility of d e stru ctio n th a t rises now 
th reateningly in th o p a th of our co un try’s 
greatness. 
Equality before the law is an embodied 
promise of the U nited States. 
It is the 
first principle sought to be established by 
Hie federal constitution. 
In so far as we 
have been faithful to it w e have not only 
grown great and prosperous, but have 
commanded the respect of others because 
w e respected ourselves. 
In b o far as we 
have denied it, in so far as there is any­ 
where a special privilege or an unequal 
restriction, any decree o f legal govern­ 
m ental 
favoritism 
w hatever, 
we 
have 
changed the governm ent of the fathers 
and turned backw ard toward tile old, evil 
tradition whose trail of blood and oppres­ 
sion runs through all history. 
_ Frequent use of the phrase "our com­ 
plex civilization” creates a vague im pres­ 
sion that sim plicity has been banished 
necessarily from the modern world by a 
kind of natural evolution, whereas it re­ 
m ains now, as alw ays, tho normal rule of 
a wholesom e national life. 
The life of 
those who do tho work of the world, 
whether in the high places or the low, is 
usually a simple thing. 
Simplicity 
in 
governing 
methods, 
in 
character and in conduct must be a fixed 
quality of the sta te th at survives those 
changes of the centuries in which all oth­ 
ers have vanished. 
Inseparably connected w ith equality and 
sim plicity is econom y. N ationally consid­ 
ered, it has becom e alm ost a forgotten 
term. The curtailm ent of federal expenses 
by one-fourth w ould a ssist not only effi­ 
ciency in the departm ents, but reforms 


lean people and especially by those In 
high places. 
Mr. Harriman’s talk was given hur­ 
riedly to a collection of reporters just 
before he left for Europe. 
It was re­ 
cently stated by - a representative of j 
the Harriman system that this man I 
controls 18,000 miles of railway, or six j 
times across the continent; that these j 
lines employ 80,000 men; that, in add!-1 
tion, Harriman directs 54,000 miles of J 
steamship lines, making 72,000 miles | 
of transportation in all; that one could j 
go from New York to Hongkong with - 1 
out ever leaving the Harrim an lines | 
aud that he could return by another 
route on Harriman lines nearly all the 
way. So in tile glad conversation that 
follows please consider that it is these 
72,'OOO miles of transportation that are 
doing the talking and not Harriman 
himself. 
Here is w hat this combina­ 
tion of trains, steamships and dollars 
says with him for a mouthpiece: 


I think we are on a very substantial 
basis, and ail that it needs to keep us on 
top o f the w ave is for th e farm er to con­ 
tinue his liberal developm ent and produc­ 
tion. The liberal expenditures on the part 
o f the farm ers and their agricultural de­ 
velopm ent is to m y m ind the im portant 
factor in the national situation. 
It m eans 
the worldwide distribution o f w ealth in 
the em ploym ent of labor and the pur­ 
ch ase o f m aterials in all lines o f life. 
If w e have favorable w eather and large 
crops w e shall have correspondingly hap­ 
py tim es. 
You m ight sa y th at w e shall 
have probably a great burst o f specula­ 
tion and a rise in prices of everything, 
and It w ill graduate dow n from that to 
an y point, just in proportion a s the crops 
are successful. 
There should not be an yth in g today to 
interfere w ith individual industry and ca ­ 
pacity, and m oney does not have an y­ 
thin g to do w ith it. 
It is only the ev i­ 
dence of capacity and o f industry. 
The next tim e probably th a t w e have a 
serious shrinkage in business w ill be be­ 
cause o f a change In business. 
The last 
shrinkage w as on account o f a scare— 
som ething that did not happen. The n ext 
change w ill only com e about by a more 
real condition, such a s a shrinkage of 
our crops. 
W e need n ot have had that 
panic before, and if we ara careful we 
need not have another one. 


W itnesses State That the Wife of 
Howard Gould Had Been Intoxicated 
on Various Occasions and That She 
Had Used Violent and Profane Lan­ 
guage—Testimony Causes Woman 
to Weep. 


New York, June 16.—Torn with an­ 
gor and extreme humiliation, alternate­ 
ly flushing with shame, sobbing or 
clenching her hands in exasperation, 
Katherine Clemons Gould sat through 
a trying ordeal in the supreme court 
at tho continuation of her suit for 
separation 
against 
Howard 
Goulfi, 
third son of the late Jay Gould. 
It was a day of testimony for the 
defense during which 
Mr. Gould’s 
attorney sought to bring out through 
witnesses who had been associated 
with Mrs. Gould that her habits were 
such that her husband was justified 
in leaving her. In the event of prov­ 
ing this, the defense hopes to under­ 
mine the charge of abandonment, the 
only phase of tho plaintiff’s case which 
has withstood the attacks of opposing 
counsel, Justice Dowling having ruled 
out the charges of cruelty and non­ 
support Monday. 
Howard Gould him­ 
self may take the stand today. 
Mrs. Gould, having naively told on 
Monday what is required of a woman 
of fashion In the m atter of dress at 
Palm Beach and elsewhere, witnesses 
for the defense recited the indulgence 
of the same woman of fashion in the 
m atter of alcoholic stim ulants and 
told further while the heavily veiled 
Mrs. Gould buried her burning face 
in her hands, of certain remarks and 
conversations not exactly in keeping 
with $500. gowns and the palatial Cas­ 
tle Gould on Long Island. 
It was during this conversation con­ 
cerning some of the alleged violent 
and profane language, some of it as 
related too strong to be printed with 
propriety, that Mrs. Gould wept most. 
Yet she recovered herself quickly and 
at times coached her lawyer, refresh­ 
ing his mind on certain incidents with 
suggestions and reminders. 


Intoxicated on Various Occasions. 


Specific-statements that Mrs. Gould 
had been intoxicated on various occa­ 
sions, that she called Howard Gould 
“you little hound” one night, that 
once she was apparently so under the 
influence 
of liquor 
as 
to stagger 
against tho bannister at Castle Gould, 
that her maid brought liquors to her 
room, including sometimes two cock­ 
tails before breakfast, were among 
the statem ents brought out as em­ 
ployes of the Gould estate related on 
the stand their experiences with their 
former mistress. 
In the midst of the testimony relat­ 
ing to Mrs. Gould’s alleged inebria­ 
tion, her lawyer, Clarence J. Shearn, 
who had objected strenuously at first 
to the trend of the testimony, hut was 
overruled, injected into the case the 
rather novel argument that admitting 
even that his client had been intoxi­ 
cated. this should have strengthened 
rather than have weakened the ties 
between wife and husband. 
“It has been held,” he said, “that 
if a husband drank he needed the 
love and companionship of his wife 
more than if he were sober. 
Is not 
this equally true In the case of the 
wife?” 
As opposing this view, Delancey 
Nicholl for the defense argued that 
Mrs. Gould’s alleged excesses, as he 
would show, had rendered her unfit 
for household duties aud that this 
certainly justified the husband's ac­ 
tions and attitude. 
W hether or not fit for managing a 
household, it was a rather erratic ad­ 
m inistration that Mrs. Gould conduct­ 
ed at Castle Gould, according to most 
of the testimony. 
Verbal clashes with 
the manager of the great estate, heat­ 
ed arguments at the hen coop with 
the carpenters, one of whom testified 
that she “could not walk straight at 
the tim e,” a period when she remained 
in her room for two weeks, consuming 
during that time seven bottles cf 
brandy with other liquors—these inci­ 
dents and others were sworn to on 
the stand.
